Sri GuruRaayaru (Sri Venkatanathacharya) was born & 
also took sanyasa deeksha, became RAAGHAVENDRA in 
the sacred lunar month PHALGUNA maasa befitting to 
the name Phalguna (PHALA + GUNA); + 


Phala means merits and Guna means qualities and 

Sri GuruRaayaru is a highly auspicious Saint who is full 
of meritorious qualities. Befitting to its etymology, Sri 
Guru RaAyaru born in the sacred 

month Phalguna maasa is > KalpaVruksha 
KaamaDhenu. 


Since then & even today there is no looking back; the 
name "RAGHAVENDRA" went on to become very 
popular by heaps & bounds like a Tharakamanthra. 
Very few names in the history have become popular, 
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everlasting and match up to the expectations of their 
given names. 


One such name in the recent spiritual history of Hindu 
religion which is very popular, powerful, mesmerizing, 
considered as a remedy, a healer, a consolation, which 
people will be longing to recite is RAAGHAVENDRA, that 
of Mantralaya Sri RaghavendraSwamy undoubtedly the 
most acclaimed Saint. What a beautiful culmination of 
divinity, spirituality, piousness, compassion added with 
merits in the name "RaAgHavEndra" who has physically 
lived and spiritually living up to its reputation.

Raayaru Aaraadhana (Brundavana Pravesha) 


What is the uniqueness of Moola Brundavana of Sri 
Raghavendra Swamy and Why did Sri Guru Raayaru 
choose Mantralayam as the spot for his Brundavana 
(abode)? 


Sri Guru Raayaru took his Diwan Venkanna to a place 
called Maadhavaram (near Mantralayam) and identified 
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a rock stone on which Lord Sri Rama sat during his 
search travel for Goddess SitaDevi in Tretha Yuga. 


Sri Rayaru wanted his Brundavana to be built with the 
stone of that particular rock that was sanctified by Lord 
Sri Rama's touch (sparsha). 


Lord Sri Ramachandra’s sojourn at Madhavaram (near 
Mantralayam) during his Vanavaasa; the stone on 
which Lord Sri Raama rested became the fort of Sri 
GuruRaayara Moola Brundavana on the banks of 
TungaBhadra; 


Uniqueness of Moola Brundavana 


Sri Raaghavendra Swamy was in search of an 
appropriate spot at Manchali (Mantralayam) to make it 
as his abode (Brundavana). 


On one such occasions, he asked his Diwaan Venkanna 
(a great devotee of Sri Raayaru) to dig at a particular 
spot near Goddess Manchalamma temple where a 
Homakunda (sacrificial fire place) was found. 


Sri Raayaru told Venkanna that the spot was the place 
where he (as Prahlada Rayaru) had performed a large 
scale Yagna in Krutha Yuga. 


And also that was the spot where, in Dwaapara Yuga 
Arjuna (Mahabharatha fame) during his Jaitra Yatra 
(for performing Raajasuuya Yaaga by Dharma Raja) 
could not defeat the local king Anusalva as his chariot 
was standing on that pot (Homa Kunda). 
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Of course on Lord Sri Krishna’s advice Arjuna could 
defeat him when he moved a little away from that spot. 


Such was the significance and sanctity of the spot that 
Sri Raayaru could identify it with his divine powers. 


Accordingly, Sri Raayaru chose this spot at 
Mantralayam for his Brindavana pravesa where Moola 
Brundavana was built that we all see, have darshan 
and worship on the banks of the holy river 
Tungabhadra. 


On the set date (11th August 1671 AD), Sri Raayaru 
went and sat on the preselected spot as said above and 
his Brindavana was built with the rock that was brought 
from Maadhavaram as per Sri Raayaru’s directions. 


Inside Brindavana Sri Rayaru was fully covered with 
hundreds of Sri Vishnu Salagramas apart from 
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Mruttika. Thus the Moola Brindavana of Sri 
Raaghavendra Swamy came into existence that was, 


sanctified with Sri Raayaru himself sitting inside on a 
sacred and celestial spot, filled with all the power of 
Divinity, rightly referred to as Mantralayam; the abode 
of RajaAdhiRaAja Guru Saarvabhouma Sri 
Raaghavendra Swamy;

Appanacharya was Rayaru’s beloved disciple. Most of 
the sanskrit hymns that we chant today in honor of 
Raayaru — Raghavendra stotra, Mangalashtaka, 
dandaka etc - are his compositions. 


On the day Rayaru was entering the Brindavana, he 
was on the other side of the Tungabhadra river. Since 
the river was in full spate he could not come back in 
time. As he ran towards ManchAle (Mantralayam) his 
mind was filled with thoughts of his beloved guru and 
he instantaneously composed the famous Raghavendra 
stotra (Sri pUrNabOdha guru tirtha payobdhi pAra ...). 


When he reached the river it was in full spate but he 
did not care and rushed headlong. The power of his 
devotion was so great that the river parted for him and 
he reached Manchale (Mantralayam) quickly. But even 
that was too late. Guru Rayaru had entered 
Brundavana by that time. 


Just as he came in front of the Brindavana, the last 
slab had been laid and his beloved guru had vanished 
from his sight forever. Tears started to gush from his 
eyes and his voice choked. The stotra had reached its 
final stanza “kirtir digvijita vibhutiratula..” but he could 
not continue further. Suddenly, a voice rang out from 
the Brindavana “sAkshi haya syOtra hI” (meaning that 
Lord Hayagreeva is the witness to the statements 
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made by Appanacharya in his stotra, and that He would 
make them all come true). 


Even today, anybody reciting this stotra with full faith 
and devotion gets all the grace of Rayaru.
